J^ulberry,  Florida,  has  a project  where- 
by films  and  supplies  arc  furnished  the 
enrollees  at  a discount  of  33  l/3 
The  firm  from  which  the  supplies  are  pur- 
chased, furnishes  several  cameras  fee 
for  the  use  of  the  men.  These  are  kept 
in  the  canteen.  IThen  a man  buj'-s  a roll 
of  films  he  is  furnished  with  a camera 
with  which  to  take  the  pictures. 

Several  camps  have  very  effective 
photography  clubs.  A small  charge  is 
made  for  developing  and  printing.  In  most 
cases  all  the  cost  of  supplies  is  taken 
care  of  in  this  manner.  See  if  you  can't 
organize  a club  in  your  camp  if  you  do 
not  already  have  one.

8.  INCREASE  IN  SALIRY  FOR  PERil  TE^iCHERS; 

The  natter  of  salaries  of  the  FERA 
teachers  has  been  taken  up  with  the  Flor- 
ida Emergency  Relief  Adminstration,  That 
office  advised  that  "Increases  shall  not 
be  granted  except  in  extenuating  circum- 
stances, when  the  officers  approving  pro- 
jects believe  that  factors  connected  with 
the  project  were  not  considered  when  the 
project  ;7as  approved.  In  exceptiona.l 
cases  of  this  kind,  the  State  ERA  should 
be  petitioned  in  a letter  nhich  explains 
the  reason  for  the  proposed  increase  and 
which  is  signed  by  the  local  and  district 
social  service  directors  and  the  county 
superintendent  of  public  instruction." 

If  you  have  reasons  for  believiiig 
that  your  teacher  deserves  an  increase 
in  salary  which  are  in  accord  withthe 
above  conmunication,  take  the  matter  up 
v;ith  your  local  director  of  social  serv- 
ice work.
